not a ministerial 
duty ‘‘but involves 
the exercise of judgment and discre­ 
tion, and that, therefore, he is not re­

Till* I* an Increase - 
of 917,000 acres. or 22 per cent over J 
that sown last year. when the largest 
acreage In the history of the country 
w as put in 
It Is an Increase of 48 pet 
?ent over the 1015 acreage and of CT 
per cent over the five year <1912-16* 
average tow n acreage. 
lo any consideration of the expansion 
of the acreage of bread grains In cer­ 
tain parts of the country it is neceesary 
to consider wheat and rye together. 
This is because rye can be planted safe­ 
ly on many fields with lees risk than 
w heat 
Further, rye can be used as a 
substitute for wheat as a bread grain 
by those who are accustomed to It. Rye 
succeeds on poorer soils and with lees 
fertiliser and in colder clim ates than 
wheat aud for these reasons should br 
planted in preference to wheat where It 
has been proved a safer crop. 
The 
farm er who, because of an attractive 
guaranteed price for whent. may be 
tempted to plant w heat rather than rye 
in a locality w here rye is the more car 
tain crop takes a *j>eculative risk of 
toss through w inter killing and d est rue 
rive wheat discases which Is unw arrant 
ed. 
W hile no guarantee*] price for rye 
has been a n 'horded by congress, there 
is every reasou to expect that the price 
of rye for the next year will bear a sat­ 
isfactory relation to that of wheat and 
therefore Justify the planting of rye 
where the present ex|>erience w ith it In 
dlcates its superiority. 


Method! to Increase Yield*. 
Special!*** of the departm ent of ag 
rlculture and the state agricultural col 
leges hope th a t by better m ethods the 
overage yield per acre will lie at least 
m aintained w herever there la a fee 
Mixer shortage and will l*e Increase*!
